LIGHT 


I feel like saying a few words on 
this subject, although there is more 
in this than I will ever be able to get 
out. Light is a very important thing 
and is something that we could not 
do without. We have several differ- 
ent kinds of light—the light of the 
sun, of the moon and of the stars. 
These lights were spoken into exist- 
ence by God, the Creator of Heaven 
and earth. See Gen. 1:3. These lights 
ave great lights, but there is a light 
chat appears more greater to me than 
these, and the people who one time 
waiked in darkness have seen this 
great light, and many today are walk- 
ing therein. 

Notice for a text, Isa. 9:2, “The 
people that walked in darkness have 
seen a great light: they that dwell in 
the land of the shadow of death, upon 
them hath the light shined.” We no- 
tice in the first verse of this chapter 
that this light is to Galilee of the na- 
tions. In the fourth chapter of St. 
John we find that this great light be- 
gan to shine in Galilee, and not only 
there, but He must needs go thru 
samaria, V. 4, and He came into that 
city, near a parcel of ground that 
Jacob gave to his son, Joseph. Jacob 
had dug a well on this spot of ground, 
and this well was called Jacob’s well. 
No doubt the city was watered from 
this well and many people brought 
their herds there to water them, but 
Jesus being wearied on His journey, 
sat down on the well, under the shade 
of the trees to rest Himself while His 
disciples went to buy food. A Gen- 
tile woman came to draw water, Jesus 
asked of her a drink. She was aston- 
ished at His request, because the Jews 
and Gentiles had no dealings. Then 
this light began to shine to her and 
give her to understand that she knew 
nothing about the gift of God, neither 
did she know to whom she was talk- 
ing, because if she had, she would 
have asked of Him and He would 
have given her living water. Jesus 
further says, but whosoever driffketh 
of the water that I shall give him, 
shall never thirst, but the water that 
I shall give him shall be in him a 
well of water springing up into ever- 
lasting life.
